Daily  Faces — Cecil  Smith  Runs  Good 

Race  In  K.  C.  A.  C.  Indoor  Meet. 

Smith  Wins  His  Heat  At  K.  C. 

Cecil  Smith,  Bcardat  track  star  won 
his  heat  in  the  K.  C.  A.  C.  indoor 
meet  at  Kansas  City  Saturday  night, 
making  the  fifty  3-ards  in  5.03  which 
was  the  fastest  heat  of  the  prelimin¬ 
aries.  On  a  crowded  fonr-lano  track 
he  lost  the  semi-finals  which  was  won 
in  5.0G.  Tho  finals  were  won  in  5.02 
only  a  tenth  under  his  heat. 

Coaches  Lawrence  and  Davis  are  mak¬ 
ing  plans  and  preparations  for  what 
they  think  will  be  the  most  successful 
track  season  in  tho  history  of  S.  T.  C. 
Eighteen  men  havo  been  working  out 
Gaily  under  the  guidance  of  Cecil  Smith 
former  Ridgeway  High  School  star. 
These  workouts  are  held  in  the  gym¬ 
nasium  and  consist  of  “setting  up” 
exercises,  fundamentals  of  track  and 
correct  form  in  starting,  running,  nnd 
finishing.  Many  of  these  candidates 
arc  knocking  off  some  of  the  excessive 
poundage  and  tho  real  conditioning  will 
bo  much  easier  for  them  when  the  out¬ 
door  season  gets  under  way. 

Aspirants  trying  for  tho  different 
track  and  field  events  aro  as  follows;

Ho  is  ontoroil  in  tiio  fifty  yard  dash 
and  tho  fifty  yard  low  hurdles.  Smith 
is  one  of  tho  fastest  men  that  North¬ 
west  blissouri  has  ever  turned  out,  and 
ho  is  expected  to  win  many  points  in 
tho  bt.  I.  A,  A.  this  year. 

Lloyd  Hollar,  this  year’s  enptain  ami 
nil  all-around  man  in  tho  field  events, 
is  entering  upon  his  fourth  and  last;

Urges  8  Legal 
Code  Revisions 


L.  L.  Llvengood,  Maryville  Attorney, 
Tells  of .  Needed  Changes  In  Legal 
Procedure  In  Talk  To  Pi  Gamma  Mu. 

There  arc  eight  needed  revisions  in 
law  nnd  reforms  of  legal  procedure,  L. 
L.  Livcngood,  S.  T.  C.  graduate  and 
former  superintendent  of  schools  at 
Elmo,  Missouri,  told  tho  members  of 
thc  Social  Science  club  and  tho  Pi 
Gamma  Mu  at  their  joint  meeting,  Wed¬ 
nesday  night.  Mr.  Livcngood  is  now 
an  attorney  in  Maryville. 

The  revisions  urged  by  Mr.  Livcngood 
arc:  1.  Need  of  still  further  simplifi¬ 
cation  in  code  proeceduro;  2.  Modern¬ 
izing  of  our  legal  proeceduro  to  fit  our 
advanced  civilization;  3.  Speedy  trials 
in  both  civil  and  criminal  cases;  4. 
Still  further  reform  in  criminal  proced¬ 
ure  in  challenges  to  the  jury  and  change 
of  venue;  5.  Fewer  and  bettor  paid 
legislators;  6.  Establishment  of  a  court 
of  lesser  jurisdiction  and  case  of  appeal 
abolished;  7.  Greater  interest  on  thc 
part  of  our  public  in  our  court  system 
and  our  legal  procedure,  and  8.  Charac¬ 
ter  test  for  our  lawyers  as  well  as  those 
of  other  professions. 

Mr.  Livcngood  began  Ii is  address  by 
stating  that  human  progress  was  law 
nnd  that  it  was  a  science  that  affected 
all  mankind.  lie  said  that  primative 
man  had  laws  anil  that  violations  were 
wrong  and  the  law  punshed  the  wrongs. 
Wrongs  wero  of  two  kinds,  public  and 
private.  A  private  wrong  could  nlso 
he  a  public  wrong  as  it  might  affect 
society  as  a  whole. 

Tfic  speaker  pointed  out  that  there 
was  two  kinds  of  law,  substantive  and 
adjectivo.  The  substnntivo  law  states 
what  the  laws  are  while  the  adjective 
law  gave  the  remedy  for  any  violation 
of  tho  law  so  stated.  The  Roman  law 
is  the  basis  of  all  of  tho  laws  which 
nrc  now  in  existence.  Next  to  this  is 
tho  English  common  law  based  on  cus¬ 
toms  and  practices  of  tho  country.  This 
law  has  spread  to  tho  United  States 
but  has  become  cumbersome,  Mr.  Liven- 
good  slated. 

The  speaker  stressed  tho  point  that 
the  law  was  not  changed  according  to 
the  advance  in  civilization.  Many  cases 
used  to  be  continued  bccauso  it  was 
impossible  for  those  involved  in  the 
enso  to  got  to  court  on  account  of  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  roads.  Travel  wns  very 
hard  and  slow  in  the  days  of  unpaved 
roads.  Weather  conditions  forced  a 
delay  in  court  proceedings.  Now,  how¬ 
ever  there  is  very  little  excuse  for  any 
ono  ^iot  to  be  presont  at  the  time  set.

Kirksville  "Jinx”  Broken  38  to 
16,  But  Bearcats  Lose  Opener

The  Kirksville  “jinx”  has  been  broken.  In  fact,  it  has  been  “busted” 
all  to  smitherens  and  it  is  doubtful  “if  all  the  king’s  hordes  and  all  the 
king’s  men  can  put  it  together  again.” 

The  formal  process  of  decapitating  and  dissecting  this  jinx  took  place 
Saturday  night  in  the  College  gym  when  the  Bearcats  gloriously  wound 
up  their  home  conference  season  by  ruthlessly  trouncing  the  M.  I.  A.  A. 
leaders,  the  Kirksville  Teachers,  38  to  16.  Not  once  were  the  Bulldogs 
in  the  lead  and  never  did  they  tie  the  Bearcats  or  even  come  close  after 
the  first  five  minutes  of  the  game. 

If  the  Bearcats  were  ruthless  and  taunting  to  their  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  enemies  Saturday  night  it  was  because  of  the  pronounced  reaction 
following  their  20  to  14  defeat  by  the  Bulldogs  the  night  before.  If 
the  Bearcats  are  to  be  reprimanded  at  all  it  would  be  because  of  their 
generous  50-50  policy  of  giving  the  first  of  every  two-game  series  in 
the  conference  away.  They  have  beaten  every  team  in  the  conference 
and  suffered  defeat  at  the  hands  of  every  team.  Consequently  their 
four  defeats  have  put  them  out  of  the  running  for  the  championship 
flag  unless  Springfield  or  Kirksville  unexpectedly  “break  a  leg”  in  their 
remaining  games,  one  at  Kirksville  and  one  at  Warrensburg.  Their  only 
remaining  home  game  is  with  the  St.  Joseph  Hillyards,  national  champ¬

Alumnae  Make  Art 
Maps  on  History 
of  Nodaway  County 

If  you  linvo  somo  artistic  ability  and 
haven’t  lost  your  grado-scliool  enjoy- 
mont  for  making  maps  ,tlion  you  will 
bo  interested  in  one  of  the  latest  fads 
of  making  a  map  to  adorn  youV  walls 

Mrs.  Arthur  Noid,  formerly  Alice 
Perry,  B.  S.  ’22,  who  majored  in  art 
and  English,  has  made  a  map  which 
not  only  makes  an  interesting  objpet  to 
hang  on  tho  wall  but  a  valuable  and 
historical  thing  to  possess.  This  is  a 
inap  of  Nodaway  County  made  to  scale 
on  parchment  paper,  painted  in  oil  and 
framed. 

Tho  map  is  geographically  and  his 
torically  correct  and  shows  the  Noda¬ 
way  county  of  oldon  times  when 
Graham  was  known  as  Brownsville  and 
instead  of  Arkoc  a  town  by  the  name 
of  Phelps  was  located  near  Bridgewater. 
It  was  artistically  and  originally  illus¬ 
trated.  The  routes  followed  by  the 
stage  c'oachos  are  shown  and  the  one 
railroad  which  ran  through  Nodaway 
county  then,  the  Burlington.  The  old 
mills,  the  ferry  at  Burlington  Junction, 
and  the  Sixteen  Mile  House,  an  old 
brick  building  which  is  still  standing, 
are  also  illustrated  and  the' products 
of  this  county  at  that  time,  corn,  coal, 
poultry,  venison  arc  pictured.  The  fact 
that  Indians  made  their  homes  here  is 
shown  too. 

Somo  especially  interesting  points  in 
history  and  geography  which  Mrs.  Noid 
has  illustrated  on  her  map  are:  the 
first  church  in  Nodaway  County,  a 
Methodist  one  was  built  in  1840;  the 
first  bank  was  started  in  1808;  the 
county  schools  which  ranked  first  in 
the  state;  places  whero  the  first  court 
was  held  and  first  deed  made;  tho  high¬ 
est  point  between  tho  Missouri  and 
Mississippi  Rivers  at  Wilcox,  and  the 
only  governor  from  this  county,  Gover¬ 
nor  Morehouse. 

Mrs.  Noid  obtained  her  information 
from  old  histories  and  from  Nathaniel 
Sisson  who  made  the  first  map  of 
Nodaway  County. 

Mrs.  Noid’s  sister,  Louise  Peary,  a 
former  student,  made  a  map  similar 
and  also  a  map  of  the  Plymouth  colony 
in  tlie  same  way.

Under  the  supervision  of  Miss  An¬ 
thony,  chairman  of  tho  Home  Economics 
Department,  a  display  of  historical 
costumes  and  silk  swatches  arc  being 
shown  this' week.  Tlio  exhibit  was  sent 
here  by  tlie  Cheney  Bros.  Silk  Co.,  of 
Now  York  City. 

Tlio  display  includes  fivo  costumes 
and  several  different  material  lengths. 
A  collection  of  tapestries  is  expected 
this  week  wihiclv  will  complete  the  dis¬ 
play. 

Tlio  costumes  aro  exact  reproductions 
of  gowns  worn  in  different  periods  by 
famous  people.  Ono  of  tlio  Italian 
Renaissance  is  made  of  black  velvet  on 
a  gold  background,  trimmed  in  gold 
velvet.  The  train  is  of  rose  velvet 
lined  with  gold  taffeta. _  Around  the 
nock  and  sleeves  aro  white  organdie 
ruffles  edged  with  gold  .  - 

Another  one  worn  by  Mmo.  de  Pom¬ 
padour  of  tlio  eighteenth  century  is  of 
light  blue  figured  taffeta  trimmed  in 
pink  taffeta  and  lace.  Silver  slippers 
completed  tbe  oullifit. 

One,  mervoilleuse  of  tlio  nineteenth 
century,  is  of  yellow  satin  trimmed  in 
contrasting  satins  of  blue,  rose  and 
green.

Stato  Teachers  Colleges,  University  of 
Missouri,  and  Stato  Education  De¬ 
partment  Co-operate  To  Stabilizo 
Requirements. 


Mi'.  Phillips  has  boon  appointed  tem¬ 
porary  chairman  of  the  stntc  commit- 
teo  to  prescribe  minimum  csscntinl3  for 
requirements  of  teachers  in  Missouri. 
This  committee  lias  been  drawn  up  to 
represent  the  teac'hcrs  colleges  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  the  University  of  Missouri  and 
the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Phillips  of  the  school  of 
education  of  the  University,  a  brother 
of  Mr.  Phillips  here,  has  been  appoint¬ 
ed  a  member  of  this  committee  to  re¬ 
present  the  University  by  Dr.  Stratton 
D.  Brooks,  president  of  the  University. 
O.  G.  Sanford  of  the  stato  department 
of  public  schools  has  been  appointed 
by  Superintendent  Charles  A.  Leo  to 
represent  that  department.  Mr.  Phillips 
was  appointed  by  Boy  Ellis,  president 
of  tlio  Spring-field  Stato  Teachers,  who 
is  also  president  of  the  college  confer¬ 
ence  composed  of  the  teachers  colleges 
of  Missouri,  lie  will  represent  the 
tcndicrs  colleges  in  this  work. 

After  first  seeking  to  prescribe  es¬ 
sential  courses  for  the  minimum  teach¬ 
ing  requirements  in  Missouri,  the  com¬ 
mittee  will  endeavor  to  recommend  a 
uniform  nomenclature  and  content  for 
the  education  courses  in  the  state  in¬ 
stitutions  of  Missouri. 

Mr.  Lnmkin  pointed  out  that  the  work 
of  the  committc  was  not  to  tear  up  pre¬ 
sent  curriculi,  but  rather  to  stabilize 
them.

Psycology  Class  Sees 
Good  in  Every  Child 


All  Can  Bo  Trained  To  Be  A  Good  Citi¬ 
zen  And  Credit  To  Community  Miss 
Franken  Tells  Class.  ■ 


Crowd  Enjoys 
Music  of  Hart 
House  Quartet 


Canadian  Musicians  Ploaso  Largo  Aud- 
ionce .  in  Concert  Thursday  Night — 
Each  an  Artist  With  His  Instrument. 


Not  in  a  long  time  has  a  better,  or 
moro  favorably  received  concert  been 
given  nt  tho  College  than  tho  ono  played 
last  Thursday  night  by  the  Hart  House 
string  quartet  of  Toronto,  Canada.  That 
a  string  quartet  is  the  most  perfect 
of  ensembles  in  music  was  evinced  both 
in  tho  performance  und  in  the  attention 
on  tho  part  of  tho  large  audience. 

Tho  Hart  Houso  string  quartot,  com¬ 
posed  of  Goza  do  Krcsz,  first  violin, 
Harry  Adaskin,  second  violin,  Milton 
Blnckstone,  viola,  and  Boris  Ilamboiirg, 
violoncello,  proved  that  its  members  are 
true  exponents  of  tho  art  of  chamber 
music.  Their  ensemble  was  a  unity  of 
phrasing,  a  unity  of  attacks  and  was 
interrupted  by  individual  playing  only 
when  tho  composer  called  for  a  solo  by 
a  single  instrument. 

The  outstanding  musical  effects  were 
the  pianissimo  passages  which  are,  as 
overy  musician  knows,  very  difficult 
to  obtain.  Thero  was  somo  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  tlio  omission  of  tho  Mozart  in 
G  Major  and  even  tho  substitution  of  a 
group  of  lighter  numbers  did  not  en¬ 
tirely  satisfy  tlioso  who  would  liked 
to  have  heard  Mozarbi 

The  Schubert  Quartet  in  D  Minor 
was  probably  the  finest  of  all  numbers 
played.  The  first,  in  allegro  movement 
was  all  that  it  should  bo,  a  brilliant 
introduction  to  the  andante  con  moto 
which  followed.  This  second  movement 
was  written  around  ono  of  Schubert’s 
well-known  songs,  “Death  and  tho 
Maiden,”  and  the  melody  was  alter¬ 
nated  throughout  on  each  of  the  four 
instruments.  Tile  scherzo  and  presto 
wero  played  as  ono  movement  in  a  very 


brilliant  and  rapid  performance. 

Tho  second  group,  a  very  modern 
composition,  named  “Poem”  by  John 
Bench,  was  a  decided  rontrnst  to  the 
wholosomo  Schubert.  The  violn  opened 
with  a  slow  melody  on  muted  strings 
which  later  was  accompanied  by  tho 
other  threo  instruments,  also  muted. 
Then  tlio  melody  was  taken  up  by  the 
first  violin  and,  later  tlio  cello.  The 
harmonies  wore  of  tho  modern  school 
throughout. 

Tho  third  number  wns  nil,  “Italian 
Serenade,”  by  Hugo  Wolf.  It  wns 
light,  fantastic,  airy  and  full  of  pizzi- 
enti  for  all  of  tho  strings.  Then  fol¬ 
lowed  a  group  of  lightor  numbers,  tho 
first  an  arrangement  of,  “Drink  To 
Ate  Only  With  Thine  Eyes,”  by  Poclion. 
An  old  “Minuet”  by  Boccherini  was 
next  and  tho  muted  strings  of  the  first 
violin  carried  tho  melody. 

Whenever  the  first  violin  played  tho 
theme,  Mr.  do  Krcsz  portrayed  a  elnrity 
of  tone  that  wns  unequalled.  There  was 
particular  delicacy 'in  tho  “Minuet”. 
Percy  Grainger’s,  “Molly  on  tho 
Shore,”  was  effective  in  a  string  en¬ 
semble. 

Tho  only  encoro  given  was  a  sketch 
of  a  Frcncli-Canndian  folksong,  ar¬ 
ranged  by  Francis  MacMillan.  Undue 
haste  on  the  part  of  somo  people  in 
the  audience  probably  prevented  an¬ 
other  encore  being  given.

Writing  Dad  for  Cash 
Is  Now  a  "Profession” 


Chicago, — Writing  letters  homo  for 
money,  long  considered  an  art  among 
college  students,  has  been  raised  to  the 
dignity  of  a  profession.  Threo  North¬ 
western  uiversity  girls  have  opened  the 
Northwestern  Letter  shop  and  plan  to 
pay  their  way  through  college  writing 
letters — for  others.  While  the  proprie¬ 
tors  admitted  they  never  wrote  home 
for  money  themselves,  receipts  for  tho 
first  few  days  have  paid  a  month ’s  rent, 
they  said. 


But  in  splto  of  tho  fact  of  changed 
conditions  the  law  lins  not  chnngcd  in 
in  this  respect  and  we  find  many  cases 
being  held  in  tho  courts  by  continu¬ 
ation  merely  nt  tho  wish  of  ono  sido 
or  the  other.  This  results  in  crowded 
dockets. 

Mr.  Livcngood  also  stated  that  in 
criminal  cases,  in  which  the  stato  had 
wished  to  give  the  criminal  every  right 
to  a  just  trial  that  it  had  gone  a  little 
too  far  and  wns  too  lenient  in  some  re¬ 
spects.  In  a  murder  trial  tho  state 
can  challenge  eight  jurors  while  tho  de¬ 
fense  can  challenge  twenty;  in  a  long 
penitentiary  sentence  the  stato  can 
challenge  six  and  the  defenso  twelve 
jurors;  in  a  short  ponitentiary  scntenco 
the  stntc  enn  challenge  four  and  tho 
defenso  eight  jurors.  Only  in  eases  of 
misdemeanors  has  the  state  an  equal 
ehnnee  with  tho  defenso  oacli  having 
tlio  right  to  challenge  four  jurors. 

In  the  last  few  months,  howevor,  tho 
speaker,  continued,  tho  supreme  court 
has  denied  appeals  for  technicalities. 
This  will  help  in  checking  the  congest¬ 
ion  of  the  courts  by  cases  which  have 
been  kept  in  tho  courts  because  of  some 
slight  error  in  the  wording  of  tho  case. 

“Law  procedure  is  hard  to  cliango 
because  it  takes  an  act  of  tho  legisla¬ 
ture  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  make 
that  change.  It  is  hard  to  got  the 
legislature  to  act  because  it  takes  an 
understanding  of  the  law  to  make 
changes  in  the  first  plnco  and  in  the 
second  pla'co  the  legislators  are  not  paid 
enough  to  warrant  them  to  take  tho 
time  that  is  needed  to  make  tho  acc¬ 
essary  Changes,”  Mr.  Livengood  stated. 

The  speaker  said  that  if  peoplo  would 
consult  their  lawyer  beforo  making  an 
act  or  contract  that  the  number  of 
cases  in  the  courts  would  be  materially 
cut  down.  He  stated  that  every  day 
somo  lawyer  would  turn  down  a  case 
because  of  insufficient  evidence  and 
that  tho  code  of  ethics  was  so  high  in'

Every  child  can  bo  trained  to  be  a 
good  citizen  and  a  credit  to  the  com¬ 
munity  in  which  he  or  she  lives  if  tho 
parents  and  teachers  understand  and 
apply  the  basic  principles  of  psychol¬ 
ogy,  Miss  Katherine  Frankin,  instruc¬ 
tor  psychology  told  her  class  in  child 
psychology  Thursday  morning. 

“It  is  for  this  ronson, ”  ■  said  Miss 
Frankin,  “that  every  teacher  is  re¬ 
quired,  to  take  these  coursos.  A  person 
must  understand  tho  inside  workings 
of  tho  child  in  order  to  intelligently 
instruct  him.” 

Miss  Fra nlc in  has  thirty-one  students 
in  her  adolosconeo  psychology  class  and 
forty-three  in  her  child  psychology 
class.  Thcso  students  havo  boon  trained 
to  give  tests  to  individuals  from  tho 
time  of  birth  to  adulthood  to  ascertain 
the  physical,  mental,  social  disease  his¬ 
tory  and  tho  moral  character  of  tho 
person  .  Further  than  that  moiiBiires  for 
correcting  any  deficiencies  which  may 
be  found  are  also  given.  In  fact  the 
entire  personality,  tho  acdounting  for 
conditions  that  are  found  und  a  predic¬ 
tion  ns  to  the  ultimate  outcomo  of  tho 
child  may  bo  found  resulting  from  the 
training  and  education  of  tho  child,  ac¬ 
cording  to  these  tosts. 

“Heredity  and  environment  aro  two 
of  the  most  important  factors  ontoriug 
into  thu  life  of  an  individual”,  said 
Miss  Frankin,  “and  it  is  difficult  to 
tell  where  one  begins  and  tho  otlior 
leaves  off.  Both  aro  closely  interwoven 
into  the  persons  life.  But  it  is  tho  un¬ 
derstanding  of  these  factors  that  mukos 
us  ablo  to  analyze  an  individual.  Whon 
wo  know  how  children  leurn  wo  are 
better  able  to  tendh  thorn. 

“Habits  and  sloop  influonco  our  livos 
tu  a  greater  oxtont  than  wo  realize, 
Fear,  angor,  sox,  uffoetlou  and  joalousy 
nre  other  factors  which  huvo  a  very 
important  bearing  ou  our  futuro  ac¬ 
tions,”  statod  Miss  Frankin.  “Iu  fact, 
affection  und  jealousy  largely  deter 
miiio  ones  personality.  That  is  tho 
rousou  that  those  things  should  bo  un¬ 
derstood  and  diroctod  in  tho  right 
puths. 

“Psychology  is  simply  a  *seioutlfio 
study  of  the  child  and  is  to  bo  usod 
by  porsons  who  aro  dealing  with  tho 
child  day  in  and  day  out  just  tho  same 
as  any  ouo  must  study  olootrioity  scion- 
tificully  to  bocome  au  export.  A  great 
deal  of  progress  has  beou  made  since
